KANSAS CITY, Mo. — (BP)

iod.

Is the and 
t situation a portent of even worse things to come. 
day of mission work about over in the so-called 
“dark continent?” : 

Evidently it is not possible for one who is not more 
familiar with Africa than most of us are to be able to 
answer all of these questions. However, some things seem 
evident on the surface. 

First of all it appears that the uprising is not against 
Christianity. Reports seem to indicate that the national- 
ism drive is not to get Christianity out of Africa but sim- 
ply to force the white people out. Since most of the Chris- 
tian missionaries are white they are affected. Reports in- 
dicate that many of the Christian people begged the mis- 
sionaries to stay, promising to defend them, even with 
their lives. However, the situation grew so serious in the

Congo that our government suggested that all mission- 
aries be evacuated. It is evident, therefore, that this was 
not an uprising against the missionaries or Christianity. 


In the second place the conditions are not the same 


all over Africa. In some areas Christianity has gained 
such a hold, that the missionaries are welcome. Evidently 
in many sections of Africa the missionary program still 
has a great opportunity, and there is promise of many more 
years of expanding service. 

Moreover, even in the areas where mission forces are 
being driven out, the churches are well enough established, 
and national Christian leadership has been developed, so 
that the work will continue without outside direction. One 
of the goals of the whole mission program has been to so 
establish the Christian work in each nation so that it can 
carry on by itself. 

China is an example of this. While few reports can 
reach the outside, it is evident that much Christian work 
has lived on in that land, despite the fact that all mission- 
aries were driven out, and that Communism is so opposed 
to Christianity. Furthermore, when the missionaries were 
driven out of China, most of them were sent to new fields, 
so that the closing of the door in China actually opened 
vast new areas to the gospel. It is possible that the same 
thing may happen in Africa. 

The question arises, has foreign missions failed in 

Africa. The answer is an emphatic “No!” When millions 
of people have been won to Christ and thousands of Chur- 
ches have been established, missions has not failed. When 
the seed has been planted that will continue to bear fruit 
until the Lord comes, missions has not failed. It is true 
that Africa has not been turned to Christ, but neither has 
America. That does not mean, however, that the voice 
of the Church is not being heard, and the mighty influence 
of Christianity has not been felt. Christianity will live on 
in Africa as long as there is an Africa. 
. Great responsibilities are placed upon Christian forces 
now. It is a time when we must pray earnestly for Africa, 
for the missionaries, for the mission agencies, and for the 
Churches and their leaders. It is a time to pray, too, for 
the governments of these new nations, and for interna- 
tional leaders as they seek to help these nations. 

It is time to pray, too, that world needs will be pressed 
more heavily upon the hearts of all Christians, that we 
may have a new zeal and new concern for advance in our 
whole mission program. 

Yes, it is time to pray for Africa, and for the whole 
lost world.

FOR MEETING IN GEORGIA 


UGUSTA, Georgia, April, 
1 — (BP) — A special con- 
vention of Baptists who oppose 
the recent action of the Ameri- 
can Baptist Convention on the 
slavery question is scheduled 
here next month. 

The convention was called by 
the Virginia Baptist. Foreign 
Mission Society; which asked 
the Georgia Baptist Convention 
to hold the session here before 
the second Sunday in May. 

Purpose of the special session 
is to consider formation of a 
new Baptist convention which 
will not penalize slaveholders. 

The convention also will con- 
sider formation of a foreign 
mission society, a theological 
seminary, and will decide whe- 
ther to organize a separate 
Bible society and_ publication 
society. 

The action of Virginia Bap- 
tists was provoked when the 
executive board of the Ameri- 


can Baptist Convention ruled 


in| December that it would not 
appoint a slaveholder as mis- 
sionary. The statement added: 
“One thing is certain, we never 
can be a party to any arrange- 
ment which would imply appro- 
bation of slavery ” 
Unconstitutional 

Many Baptists feel that this 
action of the board was uncon- 
stitutional in view of the fact 
that a few months earlier the

But 
it also must be carried in the 
character which I live. The 
message of eternal salvation 
cannot be separated from the 
character of the messenger. 

Now if you get in a shine 
boy’s chair to get a shoeshine 
you are not very much concern- 
ed about the looks of the shine- 
boy’s shoes. In fact, he may 
have a pair of shoes that are 
quite dilapidated. But you can 
trust him to shine your shoes. 
His task is an external task and 
has no dependence upon his in- 
ward character. The story of 
the gospel, however, is not like 
this. The task we have to per- 
form is completely identified 
with the character of the one 
who performs the task. 

To put it another way, the 
one who carries the message 
must have participated in that

Breaking Down Barriers

Missionary To Ecuador 

Several weeks ago Pastor 
Ramia was unable to buy meat 
in Naranjito, Ecuador. There 
was much meat hanging in the 
little open meat stands,: but he 
was told there was none for 
Protestant ‘‘devils.’’ 

Things are different how. We 
saw such barriers broken down 
by the powerful gospel of Jesus 
Christ presented in a week's 
evangelistic campaign at the 
Baptist chapel in Naranjito, a 
mission of Garay Baptist 
Church, Guayaquil. 

Missionary Howard L. Shoe- 
make and I traveled the 31 
miles from Guayaquil to the 
little town of 5,000, our pickup 
loaded with church pews, equip- 
ment for showing “The Life 
of Christ” series, my drawing 
materials, two cots, food and 
Glothing for a week, and 200 
pounds of charcoal for cooking. 
We stayed with the Ramia fam- 


The townspeople peered at us 
curiously as we unloaded our 
cargo late Sunday. afternoon. 
By the time we started the ser- 
vice the chapel was filled, with 
more people standing in the 
doorway — about 200 in ail. 
After several hymns Howard 
showed a film. Then as he prea- 
ched I drew a picture of Cal- 
vary, using colored chalk and 
lights. This proved an excell- 
ent way of keeping the people 
quiet and interested and of pre- 
senting the gospel orally and 
visually at the same time. One 
man accepted Christ. 

With a few changes we fol- 
lowed this same procedure each 
night. However, we had to meet: 
in the street the rest’ of the 
week. Monday the attendance 
was about 500; Tuesday, 800; 
Wednesday, 1,500; and Friday, 
2,200! ; 

We deterniined to teach the 
crowds one chorus and one 














when people, who at the begin- 
ning of a week ask, ‘““Why do 
you come here to try to change 
our religion?’ plead for us to 
return soon. Barriers are break- 
ing down when looks of suspi- 
cion turn into smiles of friend- 
liness, appreciation, and ‘love. 

We thank God for the free- 
dom of religion, for the free- 
dom to preach the gospel which 
we enjoy in Guayaquil, Ecua- 
dor. We feel that the reception 
we are finding in Latin Amer- 
ica today is due in part to the 
support of Southern Baptists, 
both in. prayer and in finances. 
Thank you for the support. 

However, there are now: only 
seven Southern Baptist mission- 
ary families under appointment 
to all Bouador. Three of these 
have not yet reached the field. 
What could God do if there 
were more?

Cheneet Reliable Standard

“For we dare not make ourselves of the number or compare 
ourselves with some that commend themselves; but mien measure 
ing themselves by themselves, and comparing themselves among 
themselves, are not wise.” Il Corinthians 10:22. 


The “standard of living” at Corinth was 
not the main contern of Paul. Kather, it was 
‘the standard for living,” adopted by some self- 
esteeming individuals in the church, that caus. 
ed the matter of measured to be considered. 
Obviously the standard by which they judged 
themselves was deceitful, for they were “meas- 
uring themselves by themselves, and compar. 
ing themselves among themselves.” 

A trustworthy basis for comparison must 
be invariable, conform to a unit degree of per- 
fection, and be accepted as an authoritative model for measure. | 
ment. These criteria were recognized as essential to the honest 
conduct of business, and many years ago the Bureau of Stan- 
dards was constituted for the protection of the public Against 
fraudulent standards of weight, length, and quality. Even so, a 
reliable standard for measuring individual conduct and charac. 
ter must adhere to these same primary norms. 

Found Wanting 

Tragic results often accompany the use of a fallacious gauge 
for life: Belshazzar, a prosperous king in the time of Daniel 
the prophet, achieved a great degree of temporal success, but he 
was found wanting when weighed upon the balances of God. 
Likewise, Jesus adjudged the rich farmer who lived for himself 
a fool because all his material wealth would: not save his lost 
soul. Both of these men gained much, but they lost all, for 
they had lived mismeasured lives. 

Custom, conduct of others, nor external appearances can 
be relied upon as valid scales of excellence by which to live. 
Neither is conscience a dependable pilot despite the frequent 
admonishment, “Let your conscience be your guide,” for it may 
be schooled by the individual to be either good or bad. 
Reliable Standard 


Jesus Christ is the only reliable standard by which to meas- 
ure life. He is “the same yesterday, today, and forever.” His 
perfection is altogether acceptable to God, seeing that of him 
the Father said, “This is my beloved Son, in whom I am well 
pleased.” Jesus is authoritative because He shall stand as the 
final judge of men, and therefore, He is the sole reliable stand- 
ard for life. Choose Jesus as your Saviour, and make him your 
model for measurement.
